tier, would be at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, its Commander- 
in-chief, who could not be called on, by 
States, pretending to have seceded, to assist 
in putting down a negro insurrection.

postoffice facilities which they enjoy, at the 
expense of the more commercial and more 
densely populated northern States, would 
be either dispensed with or become a com- 
paratively heavy burden.

The result of this would be gieatly in- 


creased taxation aud greatly diminished se- 
curity. If theie should be secession, not 
more than three or four States w,ill unite in 
it. 
How is a small confedei acy of three or 


four States to pio\ide itself with an army 
and navy adequate to its protection 1 Pub- 
lic armories, navy }ards, fortifications, new 
government buildings, the salaries of offi- 
cers, and the other expenses of a new civil 
list, would swell the public burdens. And, 
aftei all, the new confedei acy would be but 
a feeble nation, incapable of sustaining 
itself in a war except by a foreign alliance. 


These consideiations, aud man}' more of 


equal weight, will doubtless be urged iu 
the debates in the southcin conventions, 
and cannot fail to make au impression on 
the southern mind. Even the secessionists 
will deliberate more carefully than before 
the election. 
Now, their arguments are 


presented for other than electioneeung pur- 
poses. A sense of responsibility will make 
them more moderate. The moment seces- 
sion begins to be a practical movement, the 
makers of inflammatoiy harangues must 
lose influence, and give place to men of cool 
heads and executive talent. 
Questions will 


immediately start up which can be solved 
only by financiers, practical statesmen, and 
men of some military experience—classes 
who hold rhetoric in contempt, but have a 
keen appreciation of facts and of arithmetic. 
Men of this class are too clear-headed to ad- 
vise secession, while, if the thing is left to 
mere declaimcrs, the machine will be soon 
thiown off the track, and run into the 
ground—The Woild.
